January 22, 1945, marked another mid-year, war-time commencement. 
With ceremony and dignity ten graduates of Lebanon Valley College were 
presented with elaborate passports to a new and perhaps bewildering life. 
And the proceedings had a separate meaning to all and an element of hope 
for all. 

To those students who found their way to Engle Hall that morning there 
came a variety of thoughts, but perhaps two were dominant. Some gazed at 
the black-frocked figures and could only think that never in a million years 
would they themselves be on that stage receiving diplomas. The few seniors 
present found in the ceremony a faint but persistent reminder that in May 
they too would be listed as alumni, class of '45. But the minds of the entire 
audience were predominantly occupied with those ten young people, not as 
symbols, but as individuals in their own right. 

For those ten individuals had worked a little harder in order to get out 
into the world a little bit sooner. Almost all of them were going to jobs, hard 
jobs in which they could help our country toward its ultimate goal of winning 
a war and securing a peace. Those ten individuals were willing to take an 
early start on facing their tough responsibilities, and in their willingness and 
courage was the greatness of youth. The rest of us, with our confidence and 
hope renewed by them, could only say to them as they left, "God bless you, 
and good luck, you ten."

Matthew 6:10—". . . . Thy will be 

done." 

When the disciples asked The Mas- 
ter to teach them how they should 
pray, he gave them the Lord's Prayer 
which contained four words express- 
ing a thought new to men accustomed 
to prayer. These words have echoed 
through the ages wherever Christian 
martyrs have felt the cross almost too 
much to bear — "Thy will be done." 
Christ himself found in it a source of 
comfort as he prayed in the Garden 
of Gethsemane before the crucifixion, 
fully realizing what the coming days 
were to bring.

Cited for Heroism 



. Lebanon Valley College has anoth- 
er name to add to its roll of heroes; 
it is that of John E. Zerba, '43, of Val 
ley View, now a first lieutenant in the 
Air Corps. The story of his heroism, 
according to a report issued by the 
10th Air Force Headquarters, North 
Burma, on January 9, is this: 

Pilot Zerbe was flying a cargo plane 
over the Himalayan Hump from India 
to China at 10,000 feet when the crew 
heard a buzzing noise coming from 
the cargo cabin. The radio operator, 
whom Zerbe sent to investigate, said 
it was a depth charge, part of the car- 
go. Leaving the co-pilot in charge, 
Zerbe went to see for himself. When 
he returned he quickly called home 
base to ask for instructions. The an- 
swer came back: 

"Nothing to worry about. Depth 
charge can't go off." 

But the buzzing grew louder. After 
a quick conference, Zerbe and the ra- 
dio operator threw the charge over- 
board. It promptly exploded. 

They had just returned to their sta- 
tions when the ground radio called. 
All aboard heard the voice say: 

"Mistake made on previous message. 
Drop defective charge immediately. 
Explosion possible."

When Harry Miles Imboden took his 
A.B. degree from Lebanon Valley Col- 
lege in 1895, he could hardly have 
dreamed that he was to devote a great- 
er part of his life to Roentgen rays — 
X-rays to us. Dr. Imboden, now close 
to seventy, lives in West 59th Street, 
New York City, and is still working 
vigorously at his profession. At the 
present time one of America's leading 
experts in the field of Roentgenolgy, 
Dr. Imboden was always a hard work- 
er and the owner of a penetrating 
mind. In his forty years and more in 
medicine he has given his services to 
a number of institutions in the East. 

He got his real start in 1905 when 
he was made Resident Physician at 
the Clifton Springs Sanatorium. He 



had received his M.D. degree from Jef- 
ferson Medical College in 1903. In 
1912 he gave up his post at Clifton 
Springs to become the physician at 
Irish College. His position made pos- 
sible studies and investigations of 
Roentgen rays on the side. While at 
Clifton Springs he had married Ethel 
S. Grabill, and they had a son, Henry 
Imboden. Mrs. Imboden died and Dr. 
Imboden remarried in 1916. It was in 
1918 that he was made Professor of 
Roentgenology for the Memorial Hos- 
pital in New York, the Knickerbocker 
Hospital, th Hospital for the Rup- 
tured and Crippled, the New York 
Hospital, the Flushing Hospital, the 
Mount Vernon Hospital. He served

Lieutenant Russell J. Aurentz, Jr., 
'45, was killed in action over Italy on 
the 20th of January. Lieutenant Aur- 
entz, son of Mr. and Mrs. Russell J. 
Aurentz, 429 South Twelfth Street, 
Lebanon, Pa., was serving as a navi- 
gator on a B— 24 Liberator attached to 
Fifteenth Army Air Force at the time 
of his death. 

Russ was twenty-one years of age 
December 16. A 1941 graduate of Leb- 
anon High School, he took two years 
of pre-osteopathic work at Lebanon 
Valley College before his enlistment 
in July of 1943. He trained at Greens- 
boro, N. C, Marshall College, West 
Virginia, Ellington Field, Texas, and 
San Marcos Air Field, Texas. 

June 10 he was graduated from the 
San Marcos School as a navigator, 
and September, 1944, he went over- 
seas. Lieutenant Aurentz flew 19 mis- 
sions with the 465th Bombardment 
Group of the Fifteenth Air Force. His 
group was awarded a distinguished 
unit citation, and he himself received 
the Air Medal.

During the past week we celebrated the birthday of a great emancipator, 
and we naturally recalled those words which he uttered at the dedication of 
the Gettysburg Battlefield during the Civil War. 

This year, certain portions of that famous speech, "Lincoln's Gettysburg 
Address," have more meaning to us, the youth of this "nation conceived in 
liberty," than they have had since we memorized the famous words in junior 
high. 

Once again we find ourselves in the middle of a war, weary of the long 
years of sacrifice and separation from the ones we love, and yet facing the 
future hopefully, with prayers that the end of the conflict may be near. 

May we be granted the courage to fight the prejudices existing within 
our own borders, ahd may we have the foresight and dedication to world peace 
which, as we consecrate the burial grounds of this war, will ensure to our pos- 
terity that these noble dead "have not died in vain." 

•World Day Of Prayer 

Plotinus gave us a philosophy embodying the theory of The One, The 
Mind, and The Soul. Accordingly, this Soul is a universal thing from which 
each individual soul participates for its existence. In other words, the people 
of the world are essentially one — of one being, one mind, and one soul — brot 
together by a faith in The One, The Unity, or as we are more accustomed to 
say, God, the Father Almighty. 

All of us at some time or another must have felt this sense of belonging 
to a great soul, the intimacy with the souls of other peoples who we know are 
searching and working toward the same common goals as we. We have ached 
to help them, to share our successes with them, to give them the joy and hope 
that is ours. Coleridge felt this so keenly that he actually suffered in the 
agony of humanity. Although most of us have never reached this height of 
sensibility, we do join in this feeling of a "kindred spirit" with those who 
were born in circumstances like and unlike our own. 

Tomorrow the people of the world will be joining together in prayer — 
this day has been designated as one for a world wide spiritual communion in 
which all of us can participate collectively and individually. The original 
purpose was to pray for the furtherance of Christian teaching and for mis- 
sions here and abroad. But in the past few years the observance has taken on 
new meaning for us — as we think of our friends and family scattered in the 
far corners of the earth. 

And so it is that now we would set aside this day as one for prayerful 
thought, this first Friday of Lent. Let us resolve to spend some part of it in 
prayer for the world and the people in it.

On Thursday and Friday, February 
22 and 23, Lebanon Valley College 
was honored with three guest chapel 
speakers in connection with the re- 
ligious institute conducted here on 
campus.

Samuel J. Zeigler, general secretary 
of the Foreign Mission Board of the 
Church of the United Brethren, and 
Dr. U. P. Hovermale, general secre- 
tary of the Home Mission Board.

President Clyde A. Lynch has an- 
nounced that the annual competitive 
examinations for scholarships to be 
awarded to high school seniors will 
again be conducted on the Lebanon 
Valley College Campus on Friday and 
Saturday, March 23 and 24. 

In pre-war years these exams were 
conducted on the weekend that coin- 
cided with the May Festival.

Five full-tuition scholarships of 
$1,200; five half-tution scholarships 
amounting to $600 each; and ten ad- 
ditional scholarships of $400 each.

A. Lynch immediately. Those prospec- 
tives who are interested in the Con- 
servatory of Music should apply as 
soon as possible so that they may be 
scheduled for auditions on Friday, 
March 23. 

Examinations will also be conduct- 
ed on March 24 at the following 
places: Pottsville High School, Potts- 
ville, Pa.; Hagerstown High School, 
Hagerstown, Md.; Barrington High 
School, Newark, N. J.; Camden High 
School, Camden, N. J.; Sunbury High 
School, Sunbury, Pa.; and Baltimore, 
Md. 

Students committees to assist in en- 
tertaining the high-school seniors dur- 
ing their stay on the Lebanon Valley 
Campus have not yet been selected. 
These details are forthcoming in the 
next issue of LA VIE. 

Pf c. Clyde Kramer 
Cited For Heroism 



Pfc. Clyde Kramer, class of '46, was 
awarded the Bronze Star Medal re- 
cently for heroic service in Germany. 
Previously he was awarded the Expert 
Infantry Badge, received a commenda- 
tion for fighting in Belgium, and on 
January 16 he was awarded the Ex- 
pert Combat Badge. 

Brigadier General Boiling, Pfc. Kra- 
mer's commanding officer, issued the 
following statement: "Private Clyde 
Y. Kramer. For meritorious service 
in connection with military operations 
against the enemy in Germany, 5 De- 
cember, 1944. During the course of a 
reconnaisance, together with another 
soldier, Private Kramer captured six 
German soldiers by surprise. Enroute 
to the rear with his captives, he as- 
sisted in the capture of two additional 
soldiers. The bold and aggressive ac- 
tion displayed by Private Kramer re- 
flected credit upon himself and the 
armed forces of the United States."

FROM THE ROUND-UP, NEW MEXICO A. AND M. 
We'd hate to be thought unpatriotic. We're not. 

But it annoys us for Wacs and Waves and Nurses' Corps representatives 
to visit the campus, trying to recruit new Wacs or Waves or nurses. 

The attempt to draw women out of college into the services works a dou- 
ble injury, as we see it. It lowers the enrollments of colleges which are al- 
ready handicapped ; and it takes women from school who would be much more 
valuable to their country after completing their college work. 

Many small colleges have closed since the war began, because their en- 
rollment was so low they couldn't stay open. Others will probably be forced 
to close. But if we are to "win the peace," small colleges will be badly need- 
ed, whether or not the militarists realize the fact. Broad-minded, intelligent, 
educated people — many of them — will be essential if the world is to be worth 
living in after the war. And the generation which will most need education 
is that with the least opoprtunity for education — that whose young men are 
fighting, whose girls are doing war work. 

Furthermore, most college women will be worth much more to the nation 
after finishing their college work than the extra time will cost. Some branch- 
es of service for women require college graduation for entrance. In others, 
the more difficult and important work is open only to women who have finish- 
ed college. 

Some recruiting officers for women's services recommend that women en- 
list after graduation. Wie've no doubt that many college women plan to do 
just that; and we've complete respect for recruiting officers who encourage it. 
We have none for recruiters who want women to hurry into work they'll be 
better prepared for later. 

For the sake of the place, it's important just now to maintain college en- 
rollment, to prevent small colleges from collapsing. For the sake of both the 
war effort and the peace, it's important to keep college women studying. It's 
more important than adding college undergraduates to the rolls of women in 
uniform. — Associated Collegiate Press.

From the opening Handel octavios 
to the last bars of Strauss, the con- 
cert was one of perfection by the 
orchestra and of delight to the au- 
dience. The program, which was 
made up of only four numbers, was 
a most unusual one in that the selec- 
tions from each period of musical his- 
tory veered a bit from the conven- 
tional. 

The Brahm's Fourth Symphony was, 
with the exception of the slow, melodic 
second movement, very exciting, and 
the fourth movement especially so. 

Debussy, with his artistic feeling 
for mood and atmosphere, never failed 
to charm the listener and finally, 
Richard Strauss showed us a vein of 
modernity which was at the same 
time rippling (with celeste and harp) 
and yet full-blooded. 

It seems appropriate to mention in- 
dividual sections of this orchestra 
which so nearly approaches perfec- 
tion. The versatility of the horns went 
from loud, almost blaring tones to the 
most controlled, dulcet ones. Thrilling 
indeed, were th e mellowness of the 
cellos, and the brilliance and color of 
the violins.

On Friday evening, March 2, stu- 
dents and friends of Lebanon Valley 
College witnessed the annual Wig and 
Buckle production, this year the three- 
act murder mystery, "Ladies i n Re- 
tirement." It may b e said i n the be- 
ginning that this particular play was 
chosen because it called for only one 
male member of the cast. The au- 
thors, Edward Percy and Reginald 
Denham, evidently thought that in 
these days of rationed commodities 
one man was enough to provide heart- 
interest; and the Wig and Buckle 
Club apparently were of the opinion 
that a play having more than one 
male would be an excessive strain on 
the club's man-power. 

Be that as it may, Mr. Richard 
Houpt, who was favored with this 
unique role, gave a very creditable 
performance. He managed to put into 
the part the right mixture of devil- 
may-care gallantry and moral weak- 
ness, of piddling badness and self- 
righteous indignation when faced 
with down-right wickedness. In Al- 
bert Feather we had the unusual 
spectacle of a crook who was at the 
same time th e Sherlock Holmes of the 
piece. Perhaps the authors were work- 
ing on the old saying, "It takes a 
crook to catch a crook." Or perhaps, 
again, the rolling of two roles into 
one was only conservation of man- 
power. 

But the ones who really disting- 
uished themselves on Friday night 
were Ruth Karre and Marjorie 
Frantz. My praise of Miss Karr e is 
untempered by the realization of the 
fact that she wrecked the role for 
which she was cast. A murder mys- 
tery is supposed to be entertainment, 
and there is supposed to be an in- 
variable rule that the victim should 
b e someone we don't care too much 
about. Usually in a murder mystery 
the victim is an elderly gentleman, 
and who cares what happens to an 
elderly gentleman? In any case the 
dramatist avoids arousing the sym- 
pathies of the audience for the vic- 
tim. The attention should be, not on 
the tragic death of an affectionately- 
remembered personage, but on the 
happy solution of a crime. The safest 
rule, of course, is to bump off the 
victim before there has been time for 
the welling up of feelings of com- 
passion. The danger of letting the vic- 
tim walk around too long was illus- 
trated in our performance of the other 
night. Though the dramatists had at- 
tempted to guard against the danger 
by making Miss Fiske a thoroughly 
disreputable character, by putting in- 
to her mouth words which no proper 
lady would speak, by showing her ut- 
terly callous and indifferent to the 
plight of Miss Creed's pathetic sis- 
ters, Miss Karre so completely won 
our hearts that we quite fdrgave her 
her life of sin (I'm talking about the 
play, of course), overlooked her pro- 
fanity, and felt with her that drown- 
ing in a gunny-sack would be the best 
thing that could possibly happen to 
Miss Creed's pathetic sisters.

Jean 
Waller, with provocative eyes and 
witching ways, did for us the all-too- 
easily-misled Lucy. But who would 
blame her, stranded among a covey 
of old women, and men as scarce as 
hansom cabs? And then there were 
Louisa and Emily, as crazily and eer- 
ily funny as the grave-digger in Ham- 
let. Laughing at them was like laugh- 
ing at the prize exhibit of the lunacy 
commission. Nor does it help our com- 
placency to realize that these two dod- 
dering half-wits are the only really 
respectable people in the entire play. 
The light-fingered Albert Feather has 
a professional interest in locks and 
keys that is really quite deplorable. 
Lucy is a little baggage, Miss Fiske 
an unrepentant daughter of joy, and 
even Sister Theresa shamelessly de- 
ceives the Mother Superior. The less 
said about Ellen Creed, the better. 
But Louisa and Emily (not Albert 
Feather, snivelling little hypocrite) 
are as innocent as the driven snow. 
And fittingly enough, at the end of 
the play, when the wicked are about 
to perish, it is they who inherit the 
earth. So that in the end, whether you 
look upon Louisa and Emily as comic 
relief, or as the moral leaven, they 
are definitely an important part of 
the play. 

I have so far spoken of them as two 
demented zanies, funny because they 
are crazy, pathetic because they are 
good ; but I must not give the impres- 
sion that they are undistinguishable 
the one from the other. Far from it. 
Miss Lizette Fisher gave us a Louisa 
as pert and saucy as a shattered 
Jack-o-lantern, as elusive as the fra- 
grance of a wilted flower. Emily, on 
the other hand, as played by Miss 
Doris Newman, was a smoldering fe- 
male Caliban, an inarticulate lump of 
sullen hate. 

I cannot close without paying high 
tribute to the directors and their crew 
of back-stage workers. A good play 
involves the cooperation of more peo- 
ple than the average play-goer has 
any notion of. Lighting, costuming,

A History of the 
Good Saint Patrick 



When March rolls round, all Ameri- 
cans, whether of Irish descent or not, 
look forward eagerly to March 17, St. 
Patrick's Day — a day full of green 
shamrocks, white clay pipes, Irish po- 
tatoes, and pigs. 

Who was the man to whom we owe 
this day with its delightful customs? 
There are many, many conflicting sto- 
ries about St. Patrick. It is not even 
known whether the 17th of March is 
the birth date or the date of his death. 
Ireland, Scotland, England, even 
France claim to be his native land, 
but it is with Ireland that he is asso- 
ciated. It is entirely probable that 
there were two or three Patricks, but 
the one generally accepted as the St. 
Patrick was the author of two brief 
fifth century tracts — one entitled, 
"Letters." From this we learn that he 
was carried away from his native land 
by pirates when he was just sixteen 
years old. He was taken to northern 
Ireland, where he was sold as a slave. 
He was put to work as a swineherd, 
and while living among the people, 
learned their language, their customs 
and studied their religion. After sev- 
en years, he escaped to the continent 
where he entered the church. He be- 
came a deacon, then priest and finally 
a bishop. Then with the Pope's author- 
ity, he returned to Ireland to preach 
the gospel to its inhabitants. There, 
in spite of the fierce opposition of 
the Druid priests, he was successful 
in converting many of the people. The 
shamrock, which is now the national 
emblem of Ireland, was used by St. 
Patrick to explain the doctrine of the 
Holy Trinity to the pagan Irish. 

The most famous of St. Patrick's 
miracles was that of driving the 
snakes from Ireland. Wherever Pat- 
rick went he was accompanied by a 
drummer. Patrick had announced that 
he was going to preach against the 
snakes and a multitude had assembled 
to hear him. As he and his drummer 
ascended the hill, the drum broke. Peo- 
ple in the crowd claimed to have seen 
a huge black snake with a leering grin 
in his eyes gliding down the hill at 
the same time and they attributed the 
evil sign to the snake. But an angel 
came down from heaven, repaired the 
drum, and the snakes disappeared, as 
if by magic. 

To this kindly, dynamic priest leg- 
end gives credit for establishing the 
custom of women proposing (leap 
year). Here is the story. As St. Pat- 
rick was walking along a lake shore, 
he saw St. Bridget who seemed in 
great trouble. As he drew nearer, she 
said to him, "Patrick, you've driven 
the snakes from Ireland, can't you do 
a favor for us women?" She then told 
him that the nuns in her convent thot 
it extremely unfair that women were 
given no chance to propose. (At that 
time priests and nuns were not re- 
quired to take the vow of celibacy.)

Miss Shepp Writes 
From Sierra Leone 

February 1945 
My dear college friends: 

A little more than one year ago 
Shenandoah held an election which 
certainly changed my whole future, 
and now at last I have reached Moy- 
ambaa, Sierra Leona, to begin an en- 
tirely new page of life. My first re- 
sponsibility is to you, and many times 
on the way I thought of all of you — 
whether I knew you personally or not 
—wondering how it would be possible 
to tell you of my overflowing cup. 
For who ever had a greater privilege 
and responsibility than have I? 

I shall never forget the night I left 
home on December 13, knowing that 
it would be at least two whole years 
until I would see my mother and 
father again. It seemed especially dif- 
ficult when I realized that all of you 
We re getting prepared to go home 
for the Christmas holiday. But casting 
all of those doubts and fears aside I 
boarded a train for New York City 
and there set out alone to locate my 
displaced passport and all the visas 
a nd papers which are necessary for 
a civilian traveling outside our dear 
ited States. In several days I found 
self in Miami, Florida, and then 
unbelievably on the China Clipper one 
n 'ght, taking off for the great, vast, 
future to a land of strange people and 
customs. How ill prepared, young and 
^significant I felt, and still feel! Af- 
t er that first moment of having left 
m y country, things happened so 
quickly and one right after the other, 
ha t I had no time to be homesick

In the 
Pan American Staff House that day 
I had my first touch of homesickness 
since December thirteenth, when I 
heard shortwaved from the "States," 
none other than "White Christmas." 
That was hard! 

Christmas day we spent sitting on 
the blazing hot dock at Paramaribo, 
Dutch Guiana, beside the plane with a 
broken motor again. From that point 
however, we were on schedule to Na- 
tal — except for the three days we'd 
gotten behind. And then came Brazil, 
the country about which I'd heard so 
little. 

I didn't know even that they spoke 
Portugese. My brother had warned 
me about the thousands of milreis I'd 
spend, and when I found that 1,000 
milreis is the equivalent of an Ameri- 
can nickel, I knew what he meant. 
The next eight weeks are like a dream 
in many ways. I can't believe all of 
the things I saw and heard there. All 
I can tell you is that more than ever 
I appreciate our country. Probably the 
most outstanding thing in my mind 
is the message I received from the 
American soldiers and sailors there. 
We were allowed to live right on the 
Air Base, and had the privilege of us- 
ing the chapel, library, the reading 
rooms, the PX, the day rooms and best 
of all for me, the Piano. We were es- 
pecially privileged in hearing a USO 
show which came through, composed 
of musical artists. Amparro Iturbi, 
sister of THE Jose Iturbi, was the 
star and certainly it was a joy to me 
to hear her play, especially Gersh- 
win's "Rhapsody in Blue." 

However, I began to give you the 
message which those American men 
unconsciously gave me. I was deeply 
interested in listening to their views 
and hearing them talk. American girls 
are so scarce that I had not much dif- 
ficulty in realizing the ambition, and 
so to you Americans, safe from the 
throes of actual combat, safe from 
the severe temptations which come to 
youth so far from the things which 
make for normal everyday living, so 
fortunate in continuing uninterrupted 
the educations you desire, so free that 
you cannot always appreciate fully 
your freedom, I want to plead for 
understanding of these other Ameri- 
cans, who, for the present, are robbed 
of many things America usually ac- 
cepts merely as necessities. I played 
with them, ate with them, talked with 
them, went to church with them, and 
even had Holy Communion with them 
to find that they held in their hearts 
but one desire — to come home. Every 
breath and every conversation is to

DEAR FIFI: 

It seems every time you write to 
me I'm on the move some place or oth- 
er. This time our whole unit moved. 
That's the first time I ever moved 
with an organization. Usually I moved 
from one outfit to another and tra- 
veled alone. But all I can say is I hope 
I never have to go through that again. 
Of course the exception to that is un- 
less it's to go home. I'll try to give 
you an idea of what it's like. 

The first step is to crate all the 
equipment and what isn't crated you 
stuff into any available space. You 
work from early morning until dark 
crating and if you're behind schedule 
a light will be provided and you'll be 
able to carry on into the night. 

About two days before it's time to 
board ship the tents are taken down. 
Of course it's understood that it will 
begin to rain at this time. But we 
were issued jungle hammocks, which 
is merely a regular hammock equipped 
with a mosquito net and rubber roof. 
They aren't too comfortable, but they 
serve the purpose. 

We loaded the equipment, rather, 
we started to load, about nine o'clock 
at night and finished about two. Then 
we tried to find a place to sleep. I 
ended up in the hold of the ship, down 
among the trucks. Not exactly a Blue 
Room, but it was out of the weather. 
Some of the fellows remained on deck

and got drenched a few times. Weil, 
after three days I was in a position to 
enjoy the trip; it takes that many 
days for my stomach to settle down. 
The food wasn't too good, but I didn't 
mind that as much as showering in 
salt water. 

We arrived at our destination about 
three weeks ago. It's some place in 
the Philippines, just where I'm not al- 
lowed to say due to censorship regu- 
lations. 

At the present time the problem is 
to get lumber to make a floor for our 
tent. This may give you an idea of 
how conditions are out here. If you 
offered to pay for the lumber you'd 
have your own mint to raise this 
funds, but if you can get two cases 
of beer you can have practically all 
you want. For a quart of whiskey you 
could probably have the whole lum- 
ber yard. Well, anyhow, we hope to 
have some lumber by the end of this 
month. . . . 

Well, I'm going to hit the sick boat 
in the morning, so I'll have to close 
for this time. You have to get up ear- 
ly in order to sign it. I'm having some 
trouble with a fungus in my ear. Too 
much swimming I guess.

Destroy Corn Borer 
Urges Co. Agt. Berger 

Disposal of all cornstalks and simi- 
lar refuse, in which corn borers spend 
the winter, before May 1 is urged by 
County Agent A. C. Berger, as an 
effective means for reducing the in- 
fectation of the European corn borer 
which last year cost an estimated 
$2,500,000 loss on Pennsylvania 
farms. He estimates the loss on field 
corn and early potatoes, but the loss- 
es are not as serious as in field corn. 

The deadline for cleaning up corn- 
field and other refuse is May 1 be- 
cause after that the borers will begin 
emerging as moths to start a new 
brood. If the high temperatures pre- 
vailing during the past few weeks 
should continue, the moths may em- 
erge earlier, explains the County Ag- 
ent. 

Corn stubble, pithy stemmed weeds 
and like materials in which the worms 
hibernate should be plowed under to 
a depth of 4 to 6 inches, or collected 
and burned. Because the moths can 

fly from field to now, who

Dropping into our midst 
with the suddenness of a bombshell, 
the passing of the nation's Chief Ex- 
ecutive cast a pall of sadness on the 
entire student body. 

A solemn and deeply stirring trib- 
ute was paid the late President in the 
form of a memorial chapel program 
held on Friday morning following the 
day of his death. President Clyde A. 
Lynch, who was assisted in the service 
by Dean A. H. M. Stonecipher and 
Dr. G. A. Richie, delivered an inspired 
and moving address that those pres- 
ent will long remember. 

In spontaneous acquiescence to na- 
tional mourning, two weekend par- 
ties scheduled at the college were 
postponed. 

Campus sentiment, divided only a 
few months ago on the fourth term 
issue, turned last Thursday with one 
accord toward the sincere and coura- 
geous leader who gave his all for free- 
dom and then succumbed before he 
could see the fruition of his labors. 
Democrats and Republicans alike 
were sincere in their grief and loud 
in their praises for the fallen com- 
mander-in-chief. 

The text of Dr. Lynch's tribute-ad- 
dress is published in full elsewhere 
in this issue for the benefit of the 
many students and faculty members 
who have expressed their desire for a 
copy of the speech in its entirety.

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Memorial Speech

As some of us passed North Hall 
shortly before the dinner hour last 
evening, we heard the shocking and 
almost unbelievable words, "Presi- 
den Roosevelt is dead." At first I thot 
someone with a perverted sense of hu - 
mor was joking; but our looks and 
words of incredulity elicited the fur- 
ther statement, "Yes, it's true! it just 
came in over the radio."" 

When I had hastened to my home 
and turned on my radio, my still skep- 
tical ears heard this announcement: 
"Franklin Delano Roosevelt is dead." 
Alas ! it was true — our President, our 
Commander-in-Chief, was dead. 

Like Moses and Lincoln he was per- 
mitted to see the Promised Land, but 
not to enter it; and like Lincoln his 
death has removed him from the con- 
fining span of this earthly life that he 
might belong to the ages. It is gen- 
erally conceded that President Roose- 
velt was just as truly a war casualty 
as was the martyred Lincoln. Stricken 
not by an assassin's bullet, but by the 
incessant demands of those national 
and international crises which charac- 
terized his administration, he now 
sleeps ; and it may be said of him that 
he was the most loved and the most 
hated man of his generation. 

Last evening Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick, referring to our late Presi- 
dent as a war casualty, likened his 
passing to that of the workers who 
died in the construction of Boulder 
Dam, and whose sacrifices inspired 
this inscription: "TO THOSE WHO 
DIED THAT THE DESERT MIGHT 
BLOOM." 

At the suggestion of certain stu- 
dents we are met here this morning 
in solemn assembly to mourn our na- 
tional loss. We are not met as Demo- 
crats or Republicans, New Dealers 
or anti-New Dealers — we come here 
primarily as American young people 
who are ready to pay tribute to the 
indomitable spirit of the Crusader 
who became the thirty-first President 
of the United States of America; and 
who, by the will of the American peo- 
ple, shattered the time-honored pre- 
cedent of White House tenure, so that 
to some of you he is really the only 
President you have known. 

We shall remember him as a fight- 
er, a champion of human freedom. 
Not only in the turbulent political ar- 
ena and in the direction he gave to 
our armed forces in the conduct of 
battle, but in his personal struggle 
to overcome the terrible physical han- 
dicaps imposed by infantile paralysis, 
he developed and displayed an uncon-

querable will to triumph over those 
forces which limit man's freedom. 
How well I remember him, when one 
day in 1920, in Dayton, Ohio, I saw 
him, along with James M. Cox, walk- 
ing at the head of the campaign par- 
ade down Main Street. A more splen- 
did physique I had never before seen. 
Then came that frightful infantile 
paralysis which struck him in the 
dark. A less courageous man would 
have surrendered to what seemed to 
be the inevitable — but not so with 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. He made 
a brave and persistent fight to regain 
the use of his impaired body ; and hav- 
ing seen and heard him a number of 
times, I never ceased to wonder at his 
ability to carry on so strenuously and 
effectively. 

In the social arena, too, although 
born in wealth, he became the recog- 
nized champion of the victims of those 
social diseases which afflict the com- 
mon man. While many, including your 
speaker, may have differed widely 
and sharply with his political and eco- 
nomic views and policies and " legiti- 
mately opposed many of his question- 
able programs of social reform and 
political strategy, most of his oppo- 
nents never doubted his sincerity in 
his persistent efforts to reduce pover- 
ty, conquer fear, and to make possi- 
ble a more abundant life for the rank 
and file of our American citizens. 

We are still too close to him to ap- 
praise him properly. In due time his- 
tory will no doubt render its impar- 
tial verdict. Some of his admirers 
are already saying that he will rank 
with Washington and Lincoln; and 
his most bitter foes will persist in de- 
signating him as a rabble-rouser and 
a war-monger. Sandburg has caption- 
ed Chapter 75 in his Life of Abraham 
Lincoln with a quotation from the 
language of the woodsmen — "A Tree 
Is Best Measured When It's Down.'' 
Surely Mr. Roosevelt will be remem- 
bered as the spiritual successor of 
Woodrow Wilson in international co- 
operation, and it does seem almost cal- 
amitous that he has been denied the 
satisfaction of participating in the 
consummation of his cherished plans 
for world concord and security. But 
let us entertain the hope that the San 
Francisco Conference, to be held only 
a little less than two weeks following 
his death, will produce the materials 
of his true and abiding monument— a 
just and durable peace. 

As American citizens and students 
we feel impelled to do three things: 

1. To mourn with our fellow citi- 



zens and with the peoples of the Uni- 
ted Nations our almost incomparable 
loss sustained in the sudden passing 
of our undauntable national leader 
and experienced representative in the 
councils of our allies, in the interests 
of winning both the war and the 
1 eace. 

2. Here to highly resolve to keep 
alive and to perpetuate his believing 
and heroic spirit, which quested for 
a decent world order, in terms of 
world citizenship, the realization of 
which, instead of obliterating Ameri- 
ca ,would exalt our nation in her op- 
portunities for leadership and service, 
expanding the good-neighbor policy 
until a mutuality of good will would 
heal the world's wounds and encircle 
the globe to bind all peace-loving na- 
tions together in a common world pur- 
pose, achieved by a common world 
service in which all humanify would 
be the beneficiary. 

3. And, finally, in our hour of na- 
tional bereavement, to follow the ex- 
ample of the prophet Isaiah, who 
turned from the presence of the dead 
king Uzziah and entered into the 
Temple, where he "saw the Lord sit- 
ting upon a throne, high and lifted 
up." So in our great loss, our eyes 
turn to the Determiner of our human 
destiny, to learn anew that there is 
no indispensable man, no interminable 
tenure of office, and to recall the 
words so often quoted by Lincoln: "O, 
why should, the spirit of mortal bs 
proud?" also the meaningful words of 
Tennyson : 

"Our little systems have their day; 
They have their day and cease to be: 
They are but broken lights of thee, 
And thou, Lord, art more than 
they." 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt has 
yielded up his spirit and has entered 
into his eternal rest. America pauses 
briefly to weep, for a part of every 
American has died with the Presi- 
dent ; but a part of the President lives 
in every American — and that which 
lives is stronger than that which has 
died; and because that which lives 
is stronger than death, his magnani- 
mous and militant spirit will be mul- 
tiplied and extended until his humani- 
tarianism will finally prevail in a fa- 
mily of nations delivered from the 
scourge of war and happy and pros- 
perous in the pursuits of peace. 

The mantle of our stricken leader 
has fallen upon the untried shoulders 
of Harry S. Truman, now our chief 
executive; and while our eyes are still 
moist, we look to him for leadership, 
pledging to him our cooperation in 
helping to make come true a beautiful 
dream. The dreamer is dead, but the 
dream shall yet be fulfilled. The faith 
of Franklin Delano Roosevelt shall be 
rewarded, his hope shall find fruition, 
and his charity shall not fail, provid- 
ed we but dedicate ourselves, along 
with our fellow Americans, to nation- 
al unity and global cooperation, until 
freedom shall ring not only from Am- 
erican mountainsides, but throughout 
all lands and in every human heart. 
Our dreamer was also an indefatig- 
able worker. The worker now rests 
from his labors, not temporarily in 
the recuperative atmosphere of Warm 
Springs or the beautiful seclusion of 
his home retreat at Hyde Park, but 
in the eternal home of the family of 
God. The worker rests, but the work 
goes on toward its glorious consum- 
mation.

DEAR FIFI: 

I've had an envelope addressed to 
you for several days, but have been 
unable to find time to "make with the 
pen," so if nothing turns up to pre- 
vent me, here goes : Guess you're pret- 
ty much surprised at my new address. 
Well, it's a long story, Fifi, but as the 
details are unimportant, I'll try vo 
give you a brief account of where I've 
been keeping myself lately. I believe 
the last time I wrote I was in France, 
so let me begin by saying that I'm 
now back in England. We went into 
action a few days after I last wrote 
you, Fifi, and now that I see by the 
papers that General Patton has cross- 
ed the Moselle, I suppose it's all right 
to tell you that that's where I was — 
in Luxembourg. We were on one side 
of the Moselle and the Jerries were 
on the other side, so we were tossing 
"rocks" back and forth at each oth- 
er, and calling each other naughty 
names! Well, after several days up 
at the front yours truly developed a 
case of trench foot (we were rushed 
to the front without proper equipment 
when the German breakthrough oc- 
curred), and after being in hospitals 
in Luxembourg, Thienville, and Par- 



is, I was evacuated to Cherbourgi 
spent New Year's Eve on a hospital 
ship in Cherbourg Harbor, and return- 
ed to England the next day. I was 
hospitalized here about three week 3 
(hospital was on Rudyard Kipling 
Estate near Cambridge), then spent 
a month at a convalescent center near 
Birmingham .(The Pittsburgh of Eng- 
land) where I was classified as being 
l-hysically fit for limited duty oniy> 
and after being in two different re- 
placement centers (for reassign- 
ment) , I find myself in the air corpS ! 
What a life! 

While I was at the convalescent 
center I went to Stratford-on-Avd 1 
one evening to see G. B. Shaw's 
and Superman in the Shakespeai" e 
Memorial Theatre.

Botany Class Announces

How It Began . . . 

This weekend Lebanon Valley Col- 
lege will celebrate its annual Mothers' 
Weekend. During these days, the 
girls will entertain their mothers and 
treat them to a bit of real college 
life, minus, of course, those bother- 
some things called classes and assign- 
ments. Although the traditional 
Mother's Day is almost a month 
away, I think we can well consider 
the origin of that day from which 
our Mothers' Weekend has sprung. 

The earliest record of Mother's Day 
may be fourtd among the Romans, 
who held special ceremonies on the 
Ides of March in honor of Rhea, the 
mother of the gods. However, in their 
worship, the power and majesty of 
motherhood claimed far more atten- 
tion than the tender, maternal aspect. 

Then came the Christian era, and 
through various steps and processes 
this worship of Rhea developed into 
a Mothering Day. In the times when 
young men and maidens were bound 
out as apprentices and servants, a 
mid-Lent Sunday was set aside for 
them to visit their mothers. It was 
customary, also, on that day, to carry 
some small present to the mother. 

But the final establishment of 
Mother's Day in the United States 
was not effected until 1887. In that 
year Miss Mary Loveless Sasseen, of 
Kentucky, set aside one day each year 
in the school where she taught as 
Mother's Day. After she had observed 
Mother's Day in her own school for 
several years, Miss Sasseen started 
a campaign to make its observance 
national. To this end she published a 
pamphlet for use in schools in 1893. 
Shortly therafter Miss Sasseen, while 
visiting her sister in Springfield, 0., 
introduced Mother's Day in the 
schools there. From that time until 
her marriage in 1900, she traveled 
far and wide to preach her gospel of 
Mother's Day. 

Six years later she passed away, 
but her work was not dropped. Dur- 
ing President Wilson's administration 
Ann Jarvis, of Philadelphia, finally 
succeeded in having Senator Burkett, 
of Nebraska, introduce a bill desig- 
nating the second Sunday in May as 
national Mother's Day. This date was 
selected because Miss Jarvis' mother 
was born on that date. 

And so Mother's Day was establish- 
ed — a day of special consideration, of 
special love, of special honor for moth- 
ers throughout the world. 

Yet three mornings a week and ev- 
ery Saturday you may see the Dr. and 
his students with heads together over 
some flower tramping around campus 
or even faces growing purple while 
you watch them calmly munching 
seeds, and leaves of plants to see 
whether they are poisonous. Oh! Na- 
ture.

planted firmly on the village green. 
Sometimes a living tree was planted 
and used in place of the pole. If this 
were the case, its branches were dec- 
orated with garlands of flowers and 
gay, glittering spangles on May Day. 
If, however, the May Pole were a 
"pole," it received a new coat of paint 
each year as May Day approached. It 
would appear in vertical stripes, hori- 
zontal stripes, stripes running round 
the pole — stripes of any and every 
color of the rainbow. It too was dec- 
orated with flowers and one famous 
English May Pole even had a small 
fir tree planted on a platform on top 
of the pole. 

At break of day on May 1, the 
young people of the village would go 
out to the fields and woods and gath - 
er wild flowers with which they dec- 
orated every door and window in the 
village. Then they chose the fairest 
maiden of the village to reign as the 
queen for the day. She was duly en- 
throned in a flower-decked arbor near 
the May Pole. There she spent a sat- 
isfying, but boring day, for she could 
not join in the dances which the town 
—young and old alike — performed 
about the May Pole. 

And so May Day was celebrated all 
over England — but with passing 
years the celebration died away; May 
Poles were no longer seen in the Eng- 
lish towns and the May queen ruled 
no more. But since the beginning of 
the twentieth century, public schools 
and colleges annually are crowning 
their queen and dancing before her on 
the first of May.
